Beard, local m anager of the Ameri­ 
can .Óuk Leather company, will leave 
this afternoon to attend the services. 
Mr. Mooney was one of the most 
prominent tanning magnates in the 
CTnited States. 
He wax reputed to 
have been a minti-millionaire and was 
largely interested at one time in the 
manpfactvre of starch. 
At the time 
of his death, in addition to having 
large holdings m the leather industry, 
he also was interested in the manu­ 
facture of caskets and an irrigation 
plan in California.
